When the expulsion from Missouri occurred, 
im the winter of 1595-9, affidavits concerning 
the affair were “ given before the civil authern- 
tees of Missouri, and filed, and forwarded, and 
published by the Senate of the United States.” 
The sympathies of lilinois were elicited on the 
occasion, and as the fugitives fed across the 
Mississippi to our State, they were met by the 
hospitalities of the people, and sheltered, and ‘ei, 
end clothed. “ A large mumber arrived opposite 
Qaincy in February and March, when the ice in 
the river was running eo fast they were obliged 





for their future wants.” As a community, we 
felt that they had been outraged im our sister 
Mate, and they were weicome to our borders. 

Hed they taken up their abode among us, like 
other emigrants, they would now, doubtless, be 
ev) eying our privileges in common with ethers; 
but this was not according to the genius of Mor- 
monem. Their famous leader, Joe Smith, stuck 
& stake at Nauvoo, and there gathered his fol- 
lowers. He had fuil control over their con- 
sciences, aud regulated al! their religious and po 

litieal acta. Party spirit was « powerful engine 
at the time among our public men. The vote of 
the Mormons would weigh heavily in one or the 
ether of the scales of political strife, and, of 
course, each Was anzious to cone liste those whe 
perhaps held or would hold the balance of power 

ssiature for sundry 
charters, all of which be obtained without modifi 

cation. Some of them were of an extraordinary 
character for a sober, judicious legisiative body 
te grant.

HYDROPHOBIA. 


M. Buisson has written to the Paris Academy 
of Sciences, to claim # his, a small treatise on 
drophobia, addressed to the Academy so far 
back as 1835, and signed with @ singie imitial. 
The case referred to in that treatise was his 
own. The particulars, and the mode of cure 
adopted, were as follows :—He had been called 
to visit a women, who, for three days, was said 
to be suffering under this disease. She had the 
usual symptome—constriction of the throat,

At her own urgent en- 
treaties, she was bled, and died a few bourse citer, 
as was expected. 

M. Buisson, whe bad his hands covered with 
blood, incautious!y cleansed them with a towel 
which bad been ased to wipe the mouth of the 
patient. He then bad an ulceration upon one of 
hie fiegers, yet thought it erificient to wipe off 
the saliva thet adhered, with a little water. 
The ninth day after, being in bis cabriolet, he 
was suddenly seized with a pain in his throat, 
and one, still greater, in his eyes. The saliva 
was continually pouring inte bis mouth; the im- 
pression of a current of air, the sight of brillient 
bodies, gave him « painful sensation; bis body 
appeared to him so light that he felt as though

He 
left the betbing-room well, dined heartily, and 
drank more than usual. Since that time, he sayr, 
he has treated im the ne manner more than 
eighty persone bitten, in four of whom (he symp- 
tome had declared themselves; and in no case 
bas he failed, except in that of one child, seven 
yeare old, who died in the bath. The mode of 
treatment be recommends, is, that the person 
bit should take a certain number of vapor baths 
(commonly called Rassian,) and should induce 
every night a Vicient pereperation, by wrapping 
bimeecif in fannels, and covering himerif with os 
featber-bed ; the perspiration is favored by drink 
ing freely of a warm decoction of sarsapariiia. 
He declares, so convinced is be of the efficacy 
of his mode of treatment, that be will suffer 
himself to be inoculated with the disease. Asa 
proof of the utility of copious and continual per 
epiration, be relates the following anecdote: A 
relative of the musician Gretry was bitten by « 
mad dog, si the same time w many other per- 
sons, who ail died ef hydrophobia. For bie part,
